PRESENT OPERATION: 


Presently we have 52 drivers at our Denver, Colorado ter- 
minal, Fifty (50) are on a one board sleeper wheel and 2 are 
on single man runs to Pueblo and/or Colorado Springs. We 
are presently breaking Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight 

from the East at Kansas City and Denver. We have no freight 
originating at Denver for Pueblo - Colorado Springs. The 
Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight breaking in Denver is moved 
to Pueblo - Colorado Springs via the two single man runs in 
Denver. Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight breaking in Kansas 
City is being moved direct to Pueblo - Colorado Springs by 
Kansas City sleeper power. 


Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight from the West is presently 
breaking in Albuquerque and is moved to Pueblo - Colorado 
Springs by Denver power on return trips from Albuquerque. 


Los Angeles to Denver freight is presently being moved either 
by Los Angeles power to Albuquerque and then Denver power 
to Denver or by Denver power from Los Angeles to Denver. 


PROPOSED OPERATION: We wish to make the following 
| changes in the above: 


All Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight from the East would 


break at Chicago or Kansas City. This freight would be 
combined with freight from Chicago or Kansas City and loaded 
direct to Pueblo - Colorado Springs. Kansas City power will 
handle Pueblo - Colorado Springs from Chicago as well as 
from Kansas City. 


Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight from the West will be 


handled as in the past except for full loads (40' trailers and 
two pups) from the Los Angeles Area will be moved direct to 
Pueblo - Colorado Springs by Los Angeles power. 


We also wish to run Los Angeles power into Denver on an 
over-flow basis. Los Angeles power in Denver would have 
preference over Denver power on loads back to Los Angeles 
or in the general direction of Los Angeles such as Phoenix, 
Albuquerque or Las Vegas. 


Los Angeles power in Pueblo - Colorado Springs would have 
preference on any Westbound load without regard to Denver 
power. Pueblo - Colorado Springs and Denver be considered 
one terminal insofar as returning Los Angeles power to Los 
Angeles. To clarify - - - Los Angeles power laying at one 

of these terminals and no load was available in the direction 

of Los Angeles, they could be run via either of the other two 
terminals for a Westbound load without regard to Denver power. 


Approval of this Change of Operations would eliminate the 
need for the two single man runs out of Denver. We suggest 
that these two men be given the choice to either move to 
Kansas City with full seniority or bump into the sleeper board 
at Denver, in which event, two men from the sleeper board 
could move to Kansas City with full seniority. If no one wishes 
to move to Kansas City, the last two men would be placed on 
layoff status at Denver with no protection on any run out of 
Denver.

This Change if approved would allow us to improve our 
service into Pueblo - Colorado Springs from the East and 
into Denver from Los Angeles. It would also eliminate the 
re-handling of Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight from 
Kansas City, Chicago and Los Angeles. 


The Albuquerque based power shall run from Albuquerque 
to the following points: 


Albuquerque to the Bay Area Terminals and freight from 
the Bay Area and/or Phoenix and Las Vegas destined through 
the Amarillo Gateway. 


Albuquerque to Chicago and Lake Area points, Milwaukee, 
South Bend, Fort Wayne, LaSalle, Rock Island. 


Albuquerque to Phoenix and/or Las Vegas and return. 
Albuquerque to Amarillo and from Amarillo to Albuquerque 
and or Bay Area with freight destined to those points. 


The Denver-based power shall run from Denver to the 


following points:

The Kansas City -based power shall run from Kansas City 
to the following points:

Those drivers who are displaced or elect to relocate shall be placed ona 
master list on the basis of their latest bidding seniority dates, and they shall 
utilize their positions on that list for bidding on all of the new openings.

ATTACHMENT LETTER TO ALL LOCAL UNIONS INVOLVED: 


At the present time Valley Copperstate System has four (4) divisions, using different 
and separate types of over-the-road operations, dispatch procedures and working rules. 
As an example, we run Portland-based sleeper cab teams on the Northwest Division 
from Portland to Sacramento and/or Los Angeles and return to Portland. We also 
operate single-man thru division runs, single-man turnaround runs between Los Angeles 
to Portland and Seattle, and from Los Angeles, Oakland, Sacramento and San Francisco. 


THE CALIFORNIA REGION consists of single-man thru runs, single-man turnaround 
runs operating to terminals between Los Angeles, Oakland, San Francisco and 
Sacramento, and single-man thru runs and single-man turnaround runs to terminals 
between Los Angeles and Phoenix, 


THE ARIZONA-UTAH REGION consists of single-man thru division runs, single-man 
turnaround runs to terminals between Phoenix and El Paso, and Los Angeles. Sleeper 
cab runs between Phoenix to Salt Lake City. 


THE TEXAS REGION consists of single-man thru runs and single-man turnaround runs 
from Dallas, Odessa, Houston, to El Paso and from El Paso to Dallas, Odessa and 
Houston. 


The power equipment is assigned to each Region and runs within its Region with a few 
exceptions. The Texas Region has a modified seniority system. The Line Drivers, 
City Drivers, Dock employées and Office employees have a separate seniority roster 
at their respective terminals and Regions. 


Loads originating at Northwest Division terminals destined to terminals East of Los 
Angeles require change of power equipment at each Region point. The same applies 
for loads originating on the Texas Region terminals destined to terminals on the 
Northwest Division. 


With this type of operation, dispatch procedures, working rules, etc., it is impossible 
to maintain competitive and economic service and allow maximum utilization of equipment. 


The Company proposes a Change of Operation, outlined in Exhibits No. 1 thru No. 9, 
merge present Regions into one Region within the VALLEY COPPERSTATE SYSTEM; 
merge Seniority rosters within classifications at respective terminals; cancel all

This freight would be 
combined with freight from Chicago or Kansas City and loaded 
direct to Pueblo - Colorado Springs. Kansas City power will 
handle Pueblo - Colorado Springs from Chicago as well as 
from Kansas City. 


Pueblo - Colorado Springs freight from the West will be 
handled as in the past except for full loads (40' trailers and 
two pups) from the Los Angeles Area will be moved direct to 
Pueblo - Colorado Springs by Los Angeles power. 


We also wish to run Los Angeles power into Denver on an 
over-flow basis. Los Angeles power in Denver would have 
preference over Denver power on loads back to Los Angeles 
or in the general direction of Los Angeles such as Phoenix, 
Albuquerque or Las Vegas. 


Los Angeles power in Pueblo - Colorado Springs would have 
preference on any Westbound load without regard to Denver 
power.

of these terminals and no load was available in the direction

ATTACHMENT LETTER TO ALL LOCAL UNIONS INVOLVED: 


At the present time Valley Copperstate System has four (4) divisions, using different 
and separate types of over-the-road operations, dispatch procedures and working rules. 
As an example, we run Portland-tbased sleeper cab teams on the Northwest Division 
from Portland to Sacramento and/or Los Angeles and return to Portland. We also 
operate single-man thru division runs, single-man turnaround runs between Los Angeles 
to Portland and Seattle, and from Los Angeles, Oakland, Sacramento and San Francisco. 


THE CALIFORNIA REGION consists of single-man thru runs, single-man turnaround 
runs operating to terminals between Los Angeles, Oakland, San Francisco and 
Sacramento, and single-man thru runs and single-man turnaround runs to terminals 
between Los Angeles and Phoenix. 


THE ARIZONA-UTAH REGION consists of single-man thru division runs, single-man 
turnaround runs to terminals between Phoenix and El Paso, and Los Angeles. Sleeper 
cab runs between Phoenix to Salt Lake City. 


THE TEXAS REGION consists of single-man thru runs and single-man turnaround runs 
from Dallas, Odessa, Houston, to El Paso and from El Paso to Dallas, Odessa and 
Houston. 


The power equipment is assigned to each Region and runs within its Region with a few 
exceptions. The Texas Region has a modified seniority system. The Line Drivers, 
City Drivers, Dock employees and Office employees have a separate seniority roster 
at their respective terminals and Regions. 


Loads originating at Northwest Division terminals destined to terminals East of Los 
Angeles require change of power equipment at each Region point. The same applies 
for loads originating on the Texas Region terminals destined to terminals on the 
Northwest Division. 


With this type of operation, dispatch procedures, working rules, etc., it is impossible 
to maintain competitive and economic service and allow maximum utilization of equipment. 


The Company proposes a Change of Operation, outlined in Exhibits No. 1 thru No. 9, 
merge present Regions into one Region within the VALLEY COPPERSTATE SYSTEM; 
merge seniority rosters within classifications at respective terminals; cancel all 
present written, oral or implied working rules, dispatch procedures, negotiate new 
rules if necessary; consolidate dispatch and maintenance procedures, sleeper run 
drivers operate from separate seniority board at all terminals serviced by sleeper runs, 
-use Same power equipment from origin to destination of load except in cases of break- 
down or other emergencies.

The Company let the man clock in and 
used him for a few minutes on the dock. Company discovered 
the man was not qualified to driver tractor and sent him home. 


Union claiming a days pay for Bob Lloyd at the applicable rate. 


Man clocked in, was worked on the platform, makes him 
entitled to the 8 hours minimum under the contract. 


Company called the hall specifying they needed a tractor driver. 
The man reported to the Company with the hiring hall slip 
specifying ''Hostler'’, Company did not need him to hostle for 

a short length of time, so used him for a few minutes on the 
platform. They then told him to break up a set in the yard. 

The man atternpted this, but did not know how to release the air 

or unhook his hoses. Pulled the Glad Hands off when he attempted 
to get out frorn under. Company claims that hiring hall dispatcher 
has a responsibility of seeing to it that a man sent out to hostle 

is qualified to hostle. Man did not have a Class 'A' Licence.

Junior man had an assigned run. He was layed off due to lack 

of work and «a senior man was assigned this run. When junior 
man was called back, the Company again assigned him to the 

run he had been originally assigned, - senior man went to another 
run. This particular run involves some early starts. Union is 
not claiming that the junior man shouldn't have been given the run 
back, but says that every morning when there are early starts, 

if the junior man is dispatched at an earlier hour than the senior 
man, the senior man should be compensated for the difference 

in starting times. 


Union requests 1 1/2 hours at overtime rate for the three days 
involved. 


Senior man is entitled to early starts. If the Company brings in 
a junior man to start early, then the senior man must be com- 
pensated for the difference in starting times. 


When a man who has been on an assigned run returns after lay- 
off, he is entitled to go back on the same run. The early starts 
vary greatly from time to time, it would be impossible to work 

the senior man on this established run just on the days when an 

early start is involved. The occasional early starts are a part 

of this assigned run.

That Company was obligated to work this man as he has seniority 
in the barn, also that his work does not involve any lifting, 
merely working the Pigs. 


That all men are aware that after they suffer any injury, they 
must secure an unqualified release from the doctor. They will 
not permit any employee to work with a qualified release. The 
Company states that although the man is assigned to the Pigs, 
his work consists of hooking up, lifting the stands, blocks, etc.

Union requests: ''Pay for all time worked 
by less senior employee. Early start to be posted the night before. "' 


Union claims that Company can set up the early starts the night 
before which will result in the senior men being given the first 
opportunity to work the early starts. 


Company claims that it is impossible to guage correctly, the 
arrival times of the Pigs, that they do not generally know the 
night before that an early start is going to be necessary. As 
soon as they discover it is, they go down their list calling the 
men in for early starts. In this case, they claim that the senior 
man was called, but failed to answer his phone. Time, dates, 
number of calls etc. were documented by Company's Telephone 
Log Book.
